The Board of Supervisors convened in adjourned session, members present Chair
Creston Schubert, Raymond Drey, and Rhett Leonard

Minutes of the meeting held April 28, 2020 were read and approved.

County Engineer Jeff Williams presented an Agreement to Perform Work within Ida
County Right of Way from Andy Cronin located 1/3 mile north of 120thr & Carraige Ave
intersection. Drey moved and Leonard seconded the motion to approve and authorize the
Chair to sign said agreement. Motion carried, all voting Aye.

Schubert moved and Drey seconded a motion to approve and authorize the Chair to sign
a Tile road Crossing Application for John Lansink upstream of Section 29 of Blaine
Township and Dennis Lindgren downstream of Section 20 in Blaine Township. Motion carried,
all voting Aye.

Drey moved and Leonard seconded a motion to approve and authorize the Chair to sign
an Application for Underground Construction for Frontier Communications located in Logan
Township Sections 2, 3, 10, 11 & 12 along Ivory Ave and 170th St.

A motion by Leonard and seconded by Drey to approve and authorize the Chair to sign
a contract with Cedar Valley Corp, LLC. and the City of Holstein for paving German Ave
near the Dollar Store in Holstein in the amount of $90,609.86

Leonard moved to approve and authorize the Chair to sign a Letter of Agreement with
PPME Local 2003, Secondary Road Union to modify the work schedule for 10 hour days for 4
days per week, except on a week that includes a holiday will revert back to 8 hour days.
Leave accruals will remain on an 8 hour day. Drey seconded the motion and it carried, all
voting Aye.

A motion by Leonard and seconded by Schubert to approve the low bids with regards to
mowing the county sheds. The low bids were Doug Dausel-Battle Creek Shed-$15.00 and
Arthur Shed $45.00 per mowing. General Lawn Company/Dylan Malcom-Holstein Shed-$25 per
mowing. Motion carried, all voting Aye.

Schubert moved to approve and authorize the Chair to sign a Roadside Mowing
Agreement with Doug Dausel for the Summer of 2020 in the amount of $15.93 per hour.
Leonard seconded the motion and it carried, all voting Aye.

Drey moved to approve and authorize the Chair to sign a pay voucher in the amount of
$1,254,795.04 to Cedar Valley for the M31 project. Leonard seconded the motion and it
carried, all voting Aye.

At 10:30 a.m., this being the time and place as published, Chair Schubert opened the
public hearing for the consideration of amending the 2020 County Budget. At 10:40 a.m.,
Chair Schubert closed the public hearing. There was no one present for the hearing.
Leonard moved to approve and authorize the Chair to sign Resolution 20-19 Amendment to
County Budget. Schubert seconded the motion and it carried, all voting Aye.

Drey moved to approve Resolution 20-20 Amended Appropriations. Leonard seconded the
motion and it carried, all voting Aye.

A motion by Drey and seconded by Leonard to approve Resolution 20-21, 28E Articles
of Agreement Workforce Development and authorize the Chair to sign. Motion carried, all
voting Aye.

Leonard moved to approve the following Conservation Seasonal Summer Rangers: Trevor
Bormann at $11.00 per hour and Brian Eason at $11.31 per hour. Drey seconded the motion
and it carried, all voting Aye.

A motion by Leonard and seconded by Drey to approve and authorize the Chair to sign
the Ida County Tele-Work Agreement Policy. Motion carried, all voting Aye.

Leonard moved to approve and authorize the Chair to sign VPN connection on the
firewall for Kristy Gilbert, Shelley Bruning, Lorna Steenbock, and Joe Cronin. Drey
seconded the motion and it carried, all voting Aye.

A motion by Leonard and seconded by Drey to approve Resolution 20-22 transfer
$383,855 from Wind Tower TIF Fund #1 to Debt Service and Transfer $128,575 from Debt
Service to Capital Projects Fund. Motion carried, all voting Aye.

Details of Resolutions 20-19, 20-20, 20-21 and 20-22 are all on file and may be
reviewed in the Auditor’s Office or on the idacounty.org website.

The Board then held a Department Head meeting with regards to re-open the
courthouse. It was the concensus of the Board to re-evaluate the possibility on the May
26t meeting. In the meantime departments should try to obtain the necessary personal
protection equipment, informational entrance signs, plastic sheilds and any other
necessary precautions to protect the employees as well as the public.

Discussion was held on the Tripp bridge. County Attorney, Meghann Whitmer advised
the Board that they have no legal obligation to repair or replace the bridge.
